Cattlemen Turn 
Down Self-Help 
Selling Plan 


Cattlemen of Galifornia have 
voted down a self-help, beef pro- 
motion plan. 

In a referendum vote, announc- 
ed this week, 54 per cent of state 
cattlemen who voted favored a 
plan that would provide a 10-cent- 
per head levy on all cattle sold for 
beef, with funds raised to be used 
for promotion purposes. 

However, 46 per cent opposed 
the mandatory levy; a two-thirds 
majority vote was necessary to put 
the plan into operation. 

With some 10,000 cattlemen in 
California eligible to vote, only 
about 1,500 ballots were cast — 
or about 25 per cent. 

Defeat of the measure is at- 
tributed to the fact that too many 
cattlemen believed that the issue 
was sure to carry, so did not re- 
turn the ballot that was mailed to 
them. 

Organized opposition to the plan 
centered in Kern county. 

Basically, the beef promotion 
plan involved financing through 
the 10-cent-a head levy on all beef 
and dairy-type cattle sold for

Tree planting as a conservation 
project in the Soil Bank Conser- 
vation reserve does not appear to 
be practical for Tulare county.
